Columbus, April 13.—Increasing its 
already wide scope of operations to 
prevent industrial accidents in Ohio, 
state industrial commission is 
ireparing, through its department of 
investigation and statistics, to issue 
bullelins pertaining to specific lo ali- 
indu.stries and causes of acci­ 
dents. 
The department 
holds that 
nothing can be a greater incentive to 
conservation of life and limb than to 
place definitely before those most in 
terested the facts showing the human 
suffering and the economic loss oc­ 
casioned by such accidents. 
How accidents will be tabulated in 
these Dultetina is shown by one just 
issued concerning 1,675 accidents oc­ 
curring in 
Montgomery 
county lor 
which awards under the 
w o r k m e n s 
compensation law have been made in 
the six months ended Dec. 31, 1914. 
These industrial accidents wire as 
follows;
